SOUTHEASTERN NEW HAMPSHIRE REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


Newfields continued its participation in the Southeastern New Hampshire 
Regional Planning Commission. The cost is 60¢ per capita and is well worth 
it to the town. Our money is used to provide us with professional planning 
help, something our boards often need. 


The staff assisted the Newfields Planning BoARD, Selectmen, Recreation 
Committee and Wastewater Committee. The assistance to the Planning Board 
involved the preparation of amendments to the Zoning Ordinance and Sub- 
division Regulations including those necessary for participation in the 
National Flood Insurance Program. Assistance to the Selectmen and Waste- 
water Commission included a physical survey of the flood hazard boundaries 
and redrawing of the map boundaries with a report explaining the rationale 
and preparation AND filing of the appeal of the H.U.D. boundaries. Assis- 
tance to the Recreation Committee included arranging and attending a meet- 
ing between the board and state recreation services department to discuss 
the possibility of using Bureau of Outdoor Recreation funds for land 
acquisition and partial sponsorship of a preliminary appraisal for appli- 
cation purposes. The assistance involved three staff members and six 
meetings withthe Planning Board, two meetings with the Selectmen, two 
meetings with the Wastewater Committee and one meeting with the recreation 
board. 


In addition, the Commission performs planning for the entire region. 
Membership gives us both a voice and a vote on these planning projects. 
Although the Commission's findings and recommendations on major issues may 
be controversial, it is often the only professional, independent, local, 
agency able to review proposed projects in an objective fasion.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
Frederick B. King 


Once again it is my pleasure to reflect on some important matters relating to 
the education of the Newfields children. Enrollments at the elementary school con- 
tinue to remain fairly constant this year, slightly under one hundred pupils. The 
excellent per pupil ratio allows for the very best in quality education. 


The new principal this year, Mary Lyster, has proven to be an excellent choice. 
She has taken upon herself the task of looking at the total school program and 
developing new ways of receiving maximum education for each tax dollar spent. She 
is still in the process at this writing of forming ideas for next year's program. 
Supervision of the teachers have received more attention this year, and | believe 
much needed help in classroom organization and instruction priorities is available 
to all the staff. 


Reading continues as a top priority, and along with it the English and writing 
skills necessary for a successful life. Good teaching of reading and the language 
arts can occur in several different settings, no one of which is the best for all 
children. We continue to use our ''levels sheets'' as the basis for planning a sound 
educational system. Recently added to this is a new guide for teachers in the 
instructional areas of English, spelling and writing. Children will be encouraged 
to write and speak for many different purposes and this in turn will cause them to 
use different forms and expand their language repertoire needed for future years. 


The ''new math'' remains fundamentally sound, although the impact hasn't lived 
up to expectations. Computational skills in arithmetic and algebra are needed but 
we also must make way for computers and calculators to receive increased emphasis 
in the future. I think the evidence shows great gains in mathematic insight and 
understanding by the pupils. This along with our ''skills'' check sheets at each 
level should provide for a strong program. 


The pendulum seems to be swinging back, as it has a way of doing. Appropriately 
along with basic education is a renewed interest in stressing good character building 
as a part of values and humanizing education. | feel the school has responsibility 
for being a part of the programs to train our children to examine values more care- 
LULL. 


The maintenance of normal and responsible discipline as a routine, every day 
basis is still a major focus of this administration. Competent teaching, even 
handed and intelligent administration along with thoughtfully formulated policies 
and regulations both at the Newfields Elementary and in the Junior and Senior High 
Schools are the cornerstones of success to bringing about reasonable student conduct. 


When one visits the Newfields Elementary School in evidence from time to time 
will be such activities as a class involved in puppetry, or a papier mache activity, 
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some woodworking, a project in oceanography, or singing a new song. We are inter- 
ested in providing a good basic education, but there is more. Classroom teachers 
also strive to bring their pupils to the highest possible level of quality in 
creative expression, and general knowledge in many fields. Anything less would 
identify the school as not doing the ''total job'' of education. 


Principal Mary Lyster has some interesting things to say about the school. 
| quote her here. '"'It is with great pleasure that | write my first contribution 
to the Newfields school report. At this point, we are midway through the school 
year and although we have not accomplished all of the goals set forth in September, 
| feel we have made significant gains in our work toward quality education for 
every student in our school and for the small number of students placed outside 
our district. 


The elementary school staff is beginning to revise certain areas of the 
curriculum, specifically Language Arts and Math. The levels system has been 
instituted in each of these areas. Plans for next year include revisions of 
Social Studies and Science. A basic handwriting program has been instituted through- 
out the school and a concentrated effort is being directed toward the development of 
basic skills. 


Though the basic skills are of utmost importance, the curriculum also includes 
Art and Music as we seek to offer the students a well balanced program. We have 
not yet implemented a physical education program but an investigation is being con- 
ducted concerning the most feasible program within the present facilities. It is 
my sincere hope that a program will be devised and implemented during the next 
school year. 


A dedicated and well-trained teaching staff, coupled with the excellent 
services rendered by Project Assist and Library Aides contribute to the accomplish- 
ment being made. Our progress would be stowed considerably, however, were it not 
for the tremendous effort put forth year round by our Secretary, Mrs. Barbara Tebo. 
Our building is a joy to work in thanks to the fine job done by our custodian, 

Mr. Walter Cronshaw. 


The above ingredients coupled with concerned parents provide the foundation 
for a school second to none. 


| am very happy to be able to contribute to the academic and personal growth 
of your children. They are first in our minds and hearts as they are in yours. 
The entire Staff joins me in welcoming your ideas, visits and participation. 


Excellence, commitment and success are worthy goals. With your help we will 
achieve them.

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Annual Report of the Newfields School Board 


The annual Newfields School District Meeting was held on March 4, 1975. School 
district officers elected at the Newfields Town Meeting on March 5, 1975 were 
George Jack Shaw, Jr., Moderator; Mary B. Hallinan, Clerk; Barbara Hallinan, Treas- 
urer; Raymond LaBranche, School Board Member for three years. 


1975 has been a productive year with many important events occurring in both 
the elementary school and the supervisory union. In an attempt to unify and allow 
for free discussion amongst the ''sending towns'', joint board meetings were held 
several times throughout the year. Newfields met with Stratham and Brentwood, with 
East Kingston and Kensington having their own simultaneous meetings. The opportunity 
to discuss similar problems resulted in the elimination of a great deal of duplication 
of effort on the part of the various boards and in some areas it has been possible to 
share certain materials thereby reducing the individual town expenditures for special- 
ized items. A great deal of discussion ensued in the supervisory union about the 
AREA agreement. Finally it was agreed to retain the present arrangement and an 
attempt was made to provide an additional assistant superintendent for the union 
office. Newfields however, was the only town which voted for the position, and the 
plan was defeated. 


Mr. Frederick B. King has been appointed permanent Superintendent of Schools of 
Supervisory Union 16 and with the assistance of Mr. Daniel Durgin, Business Admin- 
istrator and Mr. Richard Short, Teacher Consultant, has continued to reorganize the 
various teaching programs throughout the union. The Board is especially pleased to 
have Fred as the superintendent, as he brings to the job a special interest and 
ability in the area of elementary education. 


Locally at the elementary school, the year was marked with the retirement of 
Mr. Haight as principal and fifth grade teacher. We wish to thank Gene for his hard 
work over the past two years as teaching principal. As of September 1, 1975 
Mary Lyster has taken over as principal of the elementary school. We welcome her 
to the Newfields community and feel confident that she will make the school a fine 
example of elementary education in the seacoast area. 


Many changes have taken place in the school's physical plant. Spurred on by 
Mrs. Lyster and with the assistance of many volunteers the basement was dug out and 
a concrete floor was poured. The Kingston-Warren Company kindly donated shelving 
and now the school has an ample and dry storage area. During the summer the roof 
was repaired and now should last for many years, and additional painting was done. 
As a result of all of this work the town can now boast a solid, attractive, and 
uncluttered school which continues to serve the needs of the students well. 


A multitude of activities have been ardently supported by numerous parents and 


volunteers. Many town folks have come to the school to discuss their careers with 
the students. The PTO continues to support the school with its milk and soup program 
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and this year sponsored a successful Christmas Fair and Spring Barbecue. The 
school play, ''Adventures of a Bear'', was a grand success with sellouts every night. 
For ''Book Week'' students prepared an active program and many were heard on ''WKXR'! 
or were seen preparing posters to advertise the event. Each student received a 
special book bag with his name on it and the week was climaxed by a telephone call 
from a prominent poet. 


A school is only as good as its teachers. Newfields is fortunate to have a 
group of dedicated teachers, and with the exception of Mr. Haight, there have been 
no changes this year. The Board is grateful for the concern and cooperation of the 
community. In attempting to carry out our duties we hope to keep up a constant 
dialogue with concerned people, and urge interested persons to come to our regular 
meetings and to communicate their ideas to us.

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REPORT OF THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR 
DANIEL C. DURGIN 


March is a critically important month because it is during the month of 
March when most of New Hampshires school districts hold their annual town and 
school meetings. Decisions reached at these meetings often have far reaching 
implications and decisions of a financial nature always have a direct impact 
On property taxes. 


Speaking specifically of the School District Meeting, perhaps the most 
important question before the voters each year involves the school budget 
for the succeeding vear. I fear that many people view the budget as a 
financial document that is only indirectly related to the education of the 
districts' children. Nothing could be further from the truth. The School 
Budget, if pronerly formulated, should represent the educational plan of the 
School District translated into dollars. The budgeting procedure in all 
districts of Supervisory Union # 16 is designed with this in mind. 


Rather than simply building on the previous year's budaet, our process 
involves what is becoming popularly known as "zero budgeting". This new 
concent has been the basis for our budgeting process for many years. It 
requires fresh thinking and careful planning by all staff members and 
discourages the practice of building on the previous years budget merely 
because "we have been". 


The budgeting process begins in September at the teaching staff level. 
Budget requests are entered on special forms designed for the purpose and 
are submitted up through the normal administrative channels where they are 
Screened at each level. All non-routine requests, require written justifica- 
tion outlining such considerations as need for the item or items heing re- 
quested and what is hoped to he achieved hy their purchase. Reauests for 
new programs and/or additional staff are also submitted on special forms 
which ask for complete justification and require evaluation of the cost 
versus the educational benefit. 


After all educational requests have been carefully reviewed at al] 
levels concluding with the S.U. # 1& Central Office administration, the 
budaet forms are turned over to the Business Administrator for inclusion 
in the first draft of the proposed hudqet. The Business Administrator 
is responsible for drafting the final budget which will include many other 
costs such as salaries and related expenses (fringe benefits, Social 
Security, Retirement), insurance, transportation, tuition, utilities and 
payments on any outstanding deht. 


The completed draft of the budget is then presented to the School 
Board for review, modifications and approval before being presented to 
the voters for finalization. In some districts, budget committees also 
play a sianificant role in the process renlacing the School Board as final 
authority before presentation to the voters. 
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Although not required by law, each school district in S.U. # 16 holds 
at least one public hearing on the budget prior to district meeting. This 
gives the citizens of the district the opportunity to hear the budaet explain- 
ed in detail and to ask questions and offer comments relative to the pronosed 
budget.

Newfields Elementary School 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


During the past year routine health screening measures have 
been carried out on all students in addition to special testing 
as requested by the staff. I have provided classroom instruction 
in areas of hygiene, safety, nutrition, family life and first aid 
at appropriate grade levels, and continue to work as a resource 
person for teacher-originated health units. I have tried to. meet 
individual health needs of students by providing health counseling 
when appropriate and acting as a liaison between the school and 
outside diagnostic facilities when necessary. 


Once again our school was fortunate to be able to participate 
in the State sponsored dental program Also, thanks to the support 
of the local PTO, all students were offered a chance to take ad- 
vantage of a dental cleaning and fluoride treatment clinic last 
spring. 


I have continued to take courses and attend workshops to 
fulfill requirements for school nurse certification. 


I would like to express my thanks to the volunteers who have 
helped with the School Health Program. I would also like to ex- 
press my appreciation to the School Board, Superintendent of 
Schools, Principal Mrs. Mary Lyster, members of the staff, and 
Dr. John Tuthill, school pediatrician, for their continued help 
and support.
